Spanish Parliament Chooses 
2 Leaders in First Meeting 


MADRID, July 13 (UPI— 
Spain's first democratically elect- 
ed parliament in nearly 40 years 
held its first meeting today. elect- 
ed followers of Premier Adolfo 
Suarez to head the two chambers 
and prepared for its formal open- 
ing on July 22 by Eing Juan 
Carlos.: 

In the emotion-packed prelimi- 
nary session, the Rev. Luis Xiri-

N. Korea Chief Renews

television interview.

The most outspoken leftist 
leader in Greenland has adopted 
a formula to provide for joint 
Danish-Greenlandic exploitation 
of the offshore oll, according to 
sources here. Control of ofl and 
other mineral resources like ura- 
nium has been the biggest obsta- 
ele to an agreement. 

The Danes also have worked 
out with representatives of the 
huge island's 46,000 Eskimos a 
form of home rule that will give 
Greenlanders a large measure of 
autonomy. Defense and foreign 
affairs, however. wili remain un- 
der Copenhagen's control. insur- 
‘ng Greenland's retention in the 
NATO defense system. 


Secondary Issues 


There are still severai secon- 
dary issues ta be reselred. But 
negotiators are confident that a 
final agreement will be reached 
this winter, 

Officials here are reluctant to 
draw attention to the larger con- 
sequences of the home rule com- 
mission's work. But they are ob- 
vious and important. Agreement 
is expected to quell the faint 
stirrings of a movement toward 
an independent Greenland and 
assure that the island remains 
part of Denmark. a staunch 
NATO member. 

There are fire U.S, bases in 
Greenland, although their value 
as warning stations has been re- 
duced by satellites. No NATO 
member. however, would welcome 
a Greenland in neutral or un- 
friendly hands. 

How much oil Wec off Green- 
land's western coast is still un- 
Known but early exploration sug- 
gests that the shelf could yield 
Several million barrels a day~~ 
more than enough to meet all of 
Britain's consumption, for in- 
stance.

‘La Pasionaria,’ a Symbol 
Of Resistance to Franco 


PARIS, July 18 (IHT).—“Last night for more than three 
hours I listened to 2 speech by Dolores Ibarruri—Le Pasio- 
nana'—who in her way is ..- 8 front-line position of the 
Spanish Republic. This phenomenal woman, who is quintes- 
sentially proletarian, speaks with unique power.” 

Thus the American war correspondent Vincent Sheean 
commented on Dolores Tbarruri in ἃ dispatch from Madrid 
im 1938 describing the slege by the fascists. and the deter- 
mination of the Madrilenos to fulfill the motto: 


The famous motto had been coined by Mrs. Ibarruri. then 
a Communist deputy to the Cortes, who was renowned for 
her fiery eloquence in speeches during the war. 

Mrs. Ibarruri, a Basque. earlier had gained fame during 
a miners’ strike im the Asturias region in 1934. An organizer 
for the Communists, she had been arrested during the strike 
and imprisoned several months. 

As the civil war ended. Mrs. Ibarruri fled abroad, even- 
tually going to Moscow, where she remained until May 13 
of this year. She is nominalty president of the Spanish Com- 
munist party and is considered ἃ staunch supporter of Mos- 
cow and at odds with the party secretary-general, Santiago 
Carrillo, a Eurocommunist advocating independence of the

she began to use it only because she started writing during 
Holy Week, which in Spanish is the week of “La Pasion.”

Modern homes were 
built, smart civil servants ran: 
elaborate welfare programs, smart 
businessmen set up shops. Today, 
Copenhagen's yearly subsidy 
comes to ἃ staggering 52,800 a 
head. 

This made Eskimos comfortable 
and helpless. Danish became the 
chief language and children could 
no longer communicate with their 
parents.

Soares-Eanes Regime Is a Year’ Old 


Portugal Remains Stable but Also Stagnant 


By James M. Markham 


LISBON, July 13 (NYT).—After 
@ year in power together, Presi- 
dent Antonio Ramaiho Eanes. an 
unsmiling soldier, and Premier 
Marlo Soares, an ebullient 5So- 
cialist, have brought a stagnant 
stability to Portugal. 

Exhausted after almost three 
years of revolutionary turmoil 
and economic deterioration. the 
Portuguese, people today seem 
almost passive as the President 
and the Premier preside over & 
slow drift to the right. : 

April 25. the day in 1974 that 
a military revolt overthrew Mar- 
celk Cretano’s rightist regime, is 
no longer 2 national holiday. 

Eaula de Ariaga. a neofascist 
general who once plotted against 
Mr. Ceetano. whom he consid- 
ered a “liberal,” bas appeared as 
the head of ἃ new movement of 
national salvation. 

A U.S.-led consortium has lent. 
Portugal $750 million to cover 
its gaping foreign debt. Foreign 
business is picking up. ‘Tourists 
are back in strength. 


Prescription for Revolt 


In another Western European 
nation. Portugal's economic mess 
would be a sure prescription for 
revolt. Real wages have tumbled 
to 1974 levels: the inflation rate 
is pushing 40 per cent; a quarter 
of the work force is not working, 
while embittered returned settlers 
from the lost African colonies 
and demobilized soldiers fram an 
army that is being reduced from 
200.000 men to 36,000 swell the 
ranks of the unemployed. 

‘I think that the worst has 
not arrived yet,” said Mr. Soares, 
chatting at his weekend retreat 
in the village of Nafross. near 
the Atiantic Ocean. “We stil] have 
to tighten our belts.” 

The 52-year-old Premier said 
he was counting on his people's 
“great capacity for resistance 
and adaptation” to see Portugal 
through “a rough road to some 
kind of exit.” Other Portuguese 
cite less flattering traits, sug- 
gesting that there is liftle reason 
to be hopeful about the nation’s 
economic plight. 

“T think we are just going to 
keep on tumbling into the Third 
World.” said a middle-class 
woman. piloting her battered 
Flat through Lisbon’s midday 
traffic, “One should never under- 
estimate the lethargy of the 
Portuguese.” 

Discussing the currently fash- 
jonable subject of “administra- 
tive competence,” Fernando Lopes, 
8 witty movie maker. caught ἃ 
certain mood of disillusion. “The 
drama of Portugal.” he said over 
Tunch at the Tivoli Hotel. ‘is 
that there is no competence. If 
there were competence in Por- 
tugal. fascism would not have 
fallen as easily as it did.” 

Such harsh self-criticism tends

While Legalizing, 
Workers’ Panels 


LISBON. July 13 (AP).— 
Premier Mario Soares's moderate 
Socialists and two right-of-center 
parties combined yesterday to 
legalize workers’ committees that 
already exercise varying degrees 
of control over hundreds of 
Portuguese companies. 

‘The committees were set up 
after the 1974 rerolution when 
many industrialists fled the coun- 
try.

Miners, Guards Trade Shots 


Gunfire Punctuates U.S. Labor Dispute 


By James Branscome 


STEARNS, Ky. July 13 (WP). 
—The shots rang out like auto- 
matic weapons fire on a battle- 
ground, the bullets streaming 
through the dusk here in the 
mountains where’ miners and 
coal company ‘security guards 
have substituted bomkers and 
bullets for the bargaining table. 

Miners at the rear of the picket 
line crouched for cover behind 
pickup trucks, and a poker game 


‘at the edge of the woods broke 


up as the sides traded fire. 

“Damn i,” a miner said, “we're 
cut off from our beer over there.” 
No one took up ‘the dare to craw! 
out to get ne beer, 

At the cine site, last week, 42- 
year-old security ‘guard Stanley 
Moore ran from the mine office 
toward @ buuker made of rail- 
road ties and sheet metal <Ac- 
cording to other guards, he was 

struck in the chest by a high- 
caliber bullet. 

An hour and a half later, an 
ambulance escorted by four state 
police cars rushed past the picket 
Une to pick up Mr. Moore, the 
fifth victim. of gunfire since the 
shooting began in March. Four 
of the victims have been guards. 

“It was Stanjey,” said a miner 
after the shooting stopped. “He 
got it in the chest.“ Another 
miner added, to murmurs of ap- 
proval, “I hope it was double- 
aught buckshot and that it left 
a hole in his back as big as & 
bucket.” 

Mr. Moore was ‘trerted at 8 
local hospital and released. 

About 2 1/2 weeks ago, miner 
Ray Hamlin, 30, was shot in a 
leg. Miners claimed that the 
guards had slippéd up to their 
Picket, line shack, a makeshift 
tarpaper building that has been 
Tipped by rifle fire, and opened 
fire on Mr. Hamlin. State police 
have charged @ guard witb first- 
degree assault. 

Neither side has a particularly 
compelling explanation of exactly 
why it is shooting at the other 
or of what specific incident start- 
ed the exchanges. 

But the root cause clearly is 
the frustrations arising from the 
yearlong struggle by the United 
Mine Workers to organize the 
Justus Mine, owned by the Blue 
Diamond Coal Co. of Knoxville, 

By 8 vote of 126 to 57 in March 
of last year, the Justus miners 
voted'to join the UMW, 

Bargaining talks broke down in 
Jenuary,-the union claims, when 
the Blue Diamond Coal Co. re- 
fused to accept the terms of the 
union's national contract, which 
Provides for an elected safety 
committee that can close the 


.miné when miners deem it un- 


safe. Company officials refused 
comment on the details of the 
contract disagreement, 

Miners says sefety conditions, 
which they claim were never 
good, deteriorated after Robert 
Gable, 2 prominent “Kentucky 
Republican politician, soid the 
family firm of Stearns Mining to 
Blue Diamond for a reported $9 


᾿ million last year. 


“That's horse manure,” Mr, 
Gable, said. “UMW picks on the 
safety things, saying dirty old 
Blue Diamond, who Killed 26 men 
at Scotia [a mine disaster last 
year], is doing the same thing al 
Justus. This is not an unsafe 
mine. I've been in it myself.” 

According to Mr. Gable, the 
reason talks broke down is that 
the unfon’s demands for increased 
wages, 2 pension and new safety 
standards would force the price 
of the coal far above the current 
market value. 

‘A Bloodbath" Possible 

However, Federal Power Com- 
mission reports for last year show 
that much of the ‘half million 
tons a year produced by the mine 
is being sold to the Georgia Power 


Co. for 423 a ton, which is a sé- 
a-ton profit, considered good by 
most coal companies for lore- 
term contracts. 

Both sides see little prospect 
that talks will reopen soon, The 
company has threatened to hire a 
new work force if the men do 
not return to work. κ᾿ 

“There’d be a bloodbath if they 
did that, said former McCreary 
County Sheriff Joe Perry. who 
recently was appointed judge of 
the county. “The mimers would 
let hell freeze over and skate on 
it before they would allow the 
company to open the mine with 
new men.” 

The shotgun-toting guards have 


denied miners’ claims that they 
have a machine gun mounted on 
a 60-foot-hich elevator tower, but 
there is no doubt that they are 
dug in. 

“Look, man.” said a 26-vear-old 
guard, who would identify him- 
self only as Lawson. “I've got a 
seventh-grade education. Where 
else could I earn §300 a week?”

Carter Asks Senate to Delay 


Budget Chief’s Sale of Stock

WASHINGTON, July 13.—~ 
President Carter acted yester- 
day to ease the financial plight 
of his close friend and adviser, 
budget director Bert Lance, 
asking the Senate to free Mr, 
Lance from a promise to sell 
his multimillion-dollar bank 
stock holdings by the end of 
the year. 

In ἃ letter to the Senate 
Governmental Affairs Commit- 
wee, Mr. Carter said he intended 
to give Mr. Lance an indefinite 
extension in the stock-sale dead- 
line.

$1.6-million loss he would suffer 
if he sold the 190,000 shares of 
bank stock at the current 
depressed market price. 

Mr, Carter asked the commit- 
tee, which confirmed Mr, Lance 
as director of the Office of 
Management and Budget in 
January after he pledged to sel] 
the stock by Dec, 31, to allow 
Mr, Lance to dispose of the 
stock “in 2 prudent fashion but 
without burden of a specific 
sale deadline.” 

Approval Likely

Breakthrough 
Seen in Belgrade 
OnTalks Agenda 


BELGRADE, July 13 ‘Reuters’. 
—Senior Western diplomats said 
today the Soviet bloc and West— 
ern countries achieved a major 
breakthrough in talks on detente 
and human rights. 

The delegates. at the prepara- 
tory stage of the Beigrade Euro- 
Pean Security Conference. said 
they believed that an agreement

“There were signs of a com- 
plete breakthrough today and 
everything is falling together 
much sooner than we thoucht.”

Conference sources said the 
basic agreement, on a proposal by 
nine neutral and nonaligned 
countries, was reached in talks 
between U.S. chief delegate Al- 
bert Sherer and his Soviet 
counterpart, Yuli Vorontsov. 

“The neutrals’ paper will be 
the starting point for an agrce- 
ment for the autumn confcr- 
ence,” the delegate said. 

Representatives of the 15-na- 
tion Western alliance were plun- 
ning to meet soon to coordinate 
their position. 
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Spark of the Centuries 


Tt happened just a little more than 13 
Years after the Declaration of Independence 
by the Continental Congress; it was a sudden 
explosion that followed the ideas with which 
French philosophers had been feeding their 
countrymen. the ills that the Old Regime 
had fostered. In itself. the fall of the Bastille 
was ἃ minor episode of violence in the gener- 
ation of war and terror that'was to follow. 
Yet it is rightly celebrated today, for it tes- 
tified to the strength of a movement that 
was to revolutionize Europe—and much of 
the world. 

The words ot the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence and the Republic they created across 
the Atlanile were, in Spite of their power 
and precedence, to have less dramatic effect 
for many years upon global history than did 
the seizure of the Bastille and France's First. 
Republic. It is doubtful whether any major 
rebellion since that time has not been 


heralded by the music of the “Marseillaise.” 


Chanted in many lands and many Jan-" 


guages. Even the socialist “Internationale,” 
sung round the world, has a eurious tonal 
echo of the French Revolution’s “Chant du 
Départ.” And there Is no slogan from the 
American Revolution that has had quite such 
impact as France's “Liberty, Equality, Frater- 
nity.” 
xe 

So while one might cynically point out 
that the Republic that emerged from the 
assault on the Bastille prison was the first 
of five. mingled with two empires, the king- 
doms of two dynasties and the dictatorship 
of Vichy. the event of Joly 14, 1785, and 
the vigor that was behind it. was a major 
act of ἰδίους. a major expression of the 
human spirit. It was a spark whose bright- 
ness still Hluminates the dark places of 
humanity's destiny. 


Beer or Bear Garden? 


When a CBS team was roughed up after 
filming 2 Soviet beer garden, and then held 
for an hour by the police, one is entitled 
to wonder whether this was the result of 
what the Soviet Union calls “hooliganism” 
or an attempt by the government to prevent 
Americans from learning that Russians do 
drink beer, even under socialism. For the 
Soviet Union, apparently as a result of the 
current emphasis on human rights, is heing 
more finicky about news coverage—especial- 
ly U.S. news coverage—of its people than 
ever before. ᾿ 

Consider the Robert Toth case. After his 
much publicized detainment and question- 
ing, Tass has now come wp with the story 
that the Los Angeles Times correspondent 
had received assignments from "U.S. special 
agencies.” Both the Los Angeles Times and 
President Carter have assured the country 
this is not true, and the Tass charges are 
to unspecific, tf ominous, that even people 
Hke those of the United States. who have 
become suspicious of their own “special 
agencies.” can assume that the charges are 
elther made up out of whote cloth or have 
Stretched the concept of “research of a 


secret eharacter” to a point beyond any 
Normal secrecy in any reasonably free com- 
munity. 

Besides. there is an acute frony in the 
Tass statement. Accusing Mr. Toth of 
revetving assignments from government 
agencies, the Soviet news service fails to 
point out that it is, in itself, 2 government 
agency. In other words, if Mr. Toth were 
working for a government agéney, instead 
ot for 2 free press, it would be a case of 
an agent calling an agent an agent. 

All of this carries with it at least a touch 
of the chill of the coldest days of the cold 
war. That the Carter administration's ser- 
Mons on human rights have contributed τὸ 
this drop in temperature, and that they 
were not a very sound technique of diplo- 
macy is easy enough to say and probably 
correct. But the Soviet Union, by reverting 
to methods that the Kremlin was supposed 
to have considered outmoded, and that can- 
not stand wp under ahy reasonable argu- 
ment, seems on the verge of doing what 
the CBS incident implies: turning 2 poten- 
tally jovial beer garden into 3. bear garden, 
Teplete with tooth and claw. 


The Neutron Bomb 


President Garter, responding to questions 
abont the newtron bomb at bis news eon- 
ference on Tuesday, more or leas said this: 
He would take the money for production of 
the weapon bet yeserve bis decision on 
whether to deploy ᾿ξ. So we atill dons know 
exactly what the President iniends. But we 
do know he has ἃ very careful, restrained, 
sophisticated approach to the questions 
raised by the weapon Meself. For he made 
this abundantly clear in hie adroit handling 
of the issue on Tuesday. 

The neutron bomb presents as good a ease 
study as you are Mkely to get of the central 
tension in oor muciear-weapons policy. It is 
between 1) the need for weapons sufficiently 
practical and manageable to persuade an 
enemy that we might ase them and 2) the 
danger that weapons with this degree of 
practicality and manageahility might invite 
the very kind of war they are meant to 
Geter. since they could ereate the ifusion 
that they eonld be wsed without provoking 
general nuclear war or some other disastrous 
result. 

If you keep this tension im mind, you will 
understand the neutron-bomb argument. 
Those who favor proceeding with the weapon 
point out its elinical, surgical advantage over 
the jess controllable and more widely destruc- 
tive tactical nuclear weapons deployed ai the 


moment; they argue that these virtues t-. 


is practical, manageable} would make it a 
plausible threat; 16. an adversary would 
have no trouble believing NATO forces might 
use it, Those who oppose proceeding with 
the weapon argue that there is no such 
thing as a containable nuclear weapon; 
that the seductive notion that nuclear 
weapons of any kind could be used with- 
out leading to ἃ larger nuclear exchange 
4s foolish and wrong, and that the battie- 


field advantages of the neutron bomb, if 
war came, would not outweigh the perilous 
temptation to use it well before other 
tactical nuclear weapons might be employed. 

We are of the second persuasion ourselves 
and hope that Mr. Carter will yet come to 
it when he gets down to making the actual 
decision about proceeding with the neutron 
bomb, We note with Interest that although 
the President was well aware of the technical 
and military advantages of the proposed 
weapon, he also showed himself properly 
Skeptical of the idea that warfare could 
be confined to the use of certain minimally 
destructive nuclear weapons. Thus: “...My 
guess is... that the first use of atomic 
weapons might very well quickly lead to 
a rapid and uncontrolled escalation In ‘the 
use of even more powerful weapons with 
possibly a worldwide holocaust resulting.” 

The President threaded his way with con- 
siderable skill through the political mine- 
field that discussion of such ἃ weapon 
necessarily entails. He managed to express 
Yeruision at the idea of first use of nuclear 
weapens without committing himself to 
some ironclad protocol forswearing their 
use. He insisted that current NATO strength 
did not require the automatic use of tac- 
tical nuclear weapons to defend against a 
Warsaw Pact invasion. He took the occasion 
to restate the need for a bolstering of 
NATO's conventional forces. He promises to 
provide Congress with a “complete impact- 
Statement analysis” on the deployment be- 
fore he makes a final decision on it. It 
was. i other words, a responsible. cautious 
enunciation of position, leaving open the 
possibility that the deployment of this new 
weapon may yet be rejected. We hope it 
will be.

important shellfish of this kind, 
the spiny lobster or rock Jobster, 
Palinurus tulgaris, which does 
indeed exist off the Cape of Good 
Hope and provides us with the 
familiar frozwm South African 
lobster tails. 

The fine flavor of the lobster 
seems paradoxical in view of the 
sort of food it eats itself. The 
scavenger of the seas, it is 
attracted by decaying flesh, to 
which it finds its way chiefly by 
smell, “Renk bait for lobsters, 
fresh bait for crabs,” Sts fishers 
say. and rank bait, like decaying 
fish, is what they put in ther 
lobster pots. 

Dim-sighted despite eyes 
mounted on long stalks which 
permit it to see in all directions, 
and no doubt, dim-witted 2s well, 
the lobster probably finds the 
pot by bumping into it as he 
makes his way toward the pun- 
gent odor of the bait. Jt then 
blunders its way inside and feeds: 
but the nature of its nourishment 
does no harm to its flavor when 
dt becomes nourishment in its 
turn, 

Boiling Eettle 


To savor lobster at its best you 
must be able to get it fresh from 
the sea, for few foods lose their 
fine edge more quickly. I once 
occupied, in Rockport, Mass. 2 
house on the shore from which 
I could see my lobsterman haul- 
ing in his pots just opposite, 
Whenever he appeared, I filled a 
huge kettie with sea water and 
put it on the stove, where it 
would already be boiling when he 
rowed to shore and brought in 
two or three lobsters, which were 
dropped into the boiling water 
still dripping from the sea. 

The Larousse gastronomic en- 
eyclopedia records an opinion 
that the best lobster is the pa- 
quetie, which means the female 
lobster at the time when she is 
carrying a packet of eggs under 
her tail tin ish, she is de- 
scribed as “herried” at this pe- 
riod. I suspect that this is a 
theory arrived at because of the 
charm of the unattainable, for 


it is forbidden to take lobsters in 
this condition. 

I have never eaten a berried 
lobster, but my experience with 
other crustaceans is that they 
are at thelr emptiest and least 
tasty during reproductive periods, 
It seems, indeed. to be a general 
Jaw of the sea that fish exhaust 
themselves in spawning, which to 
some, like the salmon and the ecl. 
is even fatal However, the 
female, egg-bearing or not, does 
Possess in its head a band of 
delicious flesh not found in the 
male, And she is, of course, the 
sole possessor of the bright-red 
coral, since this is the material 
of which her eggs are made. The 
coral is rich and delightfully tas- 
ty, while another element com- 
mon. to lobsters of both sexes, the 
greenish tomalley, or liver, is of 
exquisite flavor, though its yield- 
ὩΣ coe Puts some persons 
off it. 


To get lobsters as fresh as pos- 
sible you must buy them alive— 
alive and lively. Pick up a lobster 
(whose claws we will assume are 
firmly pegged! and turn it over: 
if it fails to agitate its legs and 
flap its tail. reject it. Even live 
lobsters are not necessarily fresh; 
lobsters start to dic as soon as 
they are taken from the sea. and 
refuse to be fooled by being kept 
in tanks pending 5810. Your 
chances of getting fresh lobster 
are, oddly enough, better if you 
buy them wrapped in seaweed or 
even kept on ice than if you take 
them from a tank “unless the 
tank is 8. lobster pound set in 
the sea'. 

If the lobster bas remained 
more than five days in the tank. 
its flavor will have deteriorated 
seriously. If too many lobsters are 
crowded together in a tank. they 
are apt to fight, and you may ποῦ 
one which has lost a ieg in 
battle. Boil a Jobster thus mu- 
tilated. and there is a risk that 
its flesh will drain out through 
the hole into the cooking water: 
cork the hole with a pellet of 
bread before cooking it.

Jockey Agents, a

INGLEWOOD. Calf. July 13,—Some have 
come by Cadillac. some by the stable powies 
bitched to the rail m the soft dirt road. Some 
are wearing tassled loafers, some muck-covered 
‘boots. 

In knots of uhree and four, ther are xaiting 
outside the racing secretary's 8 low. 
wooden. sun-wort structure amid the rows af 
barns of the Hollywood Park backsiretch. As 
always. there are both princes and paupers of 
the racetrack kingdom: a few owners, trainers, 
Jockeys, exercise boys, grooms and fockey agents, 
always 20 or 30 jockey agents. 

Thev are wating cigars, smoking cigereites, 
slurping steaming coffee from paper cups, slap- 
ping at gnats. Each morning they gather to 
laugh and complain. to gossip and do business. 

“The racetrack is just like a circus. a villege 
of 5.000 people.” says Vince DeGregory, who at 
the vime handled jockey Darrel McHargue. δὶ 
consistent winner. When McHargue sjumped, 
DeGregory was fired, 

“If sou don't kmow peopie. you don’t survive, 
. “The pressure never lets up. Eaco 
day there are nine niore races.” 

That Morning Smell 

t's 8:30, As alWays, the morning breeze amelis 
of horses and hope. Race entries for two days 
Jater will be drawn in half an hour. 

“My boy's open in the fifth race,” one agent 
tells the trainer seated next to him on tne 
shoeshine stand. The trainer shakes his head 
without lookmg up from his racing form. 

Since dawu, many of the agents have been 
hustling through the mile stretch of barns ask- 
ing many of the 90 tralners for mounts, 11 an 
agent doesn’t handle one of the top {τὸ or six 
mders--Sandyr Hawley. Laffir Pincay, Bill Shoe- 
maker, Fernando Toro, Mark Sellers, MeHargue 
—he begs. If ne does handie 8. star. he shows 
up about 7:30 and waits for the rramers to 
meke the first move, 

Says agent Dick Riler. who usually takes 
second best with jockey Frank Olivares, “five 
guss [agents]! tie up most of the business, and 
when ther say jump everybody jumps. if you 
can't get a top jock. you can't win.” 

Enown as “Stats” because he works with fig- 
ures. Rijer figures the top five mders are aboard 
56 per cent of all winners. 

Some Big Money 

Jockeys make about 1Ὁ per cent of tneir 
mounts’ winnings. Of that, an agent usually gets 
25 per cent. Since Sandy Hawley made about 
$400,000 last year, agent Colin Wick probably 
picked up close to $100.000. But after the top 
five riders, the winnings fall off quickly. 

Agents of the 20th to 15th jockeys in the 
Standings gross in the $10,000-§15.000 neighbor- 
hood. lt gets worse. 

But the iess fortunate never quit hustling. As 
time nears for the drawing of post positions. 
agents begin crowding onto the covered cobble- 
stone porch and up te the racing secretary's 
window. They're all looking hungrily for some- 
thing—horses without riders. 

DeGregory. Wick, Harry Silbert ‘Shoemaker’ 
and George O'Bryan casually stand m the back- 
ground, smoking. leaning against the wall. chuck- 
Ung among themselves. 

Generally. trainers and agents make deais be- 
fore entries are drawn. “The racetrack has a 
Yaw of its own.” savs DeGregory. who considers 
even a handshake an insult to his integrity. 

Many White Lies 

DeGregory's word may be swificient for an 
agent of his stature. But for others, the infor- 
mabty can make for misunderstanding. White 
lies and broken promises seem to be common on 
the bduckstretch. 

Trainers and agents. it seems, aren't exacily 
one big happy family, 

Two or three trainers may think tney have

the same top Jocke\ and name nim on the eni 
form. When the racing official calls the jocke: 
name two or shree times, the agent unmediat 
must say whieh horse he chooses te ride. Tne 
egent may have given the call to one trainer 
10 days ago, then been offered a better horse 
the day before, 

A jilted trainer, sometimes emiaged, must in 
iurn gecide among the scavengers. Occastonallr, 
{wo neated treiners wind up in front of the 
Slewards pleading their cases for the same jockey. 

Other times, 2 trainer will enter a jockeys 
name in hopes that the horse the jockey is riding 
wl} be feratched or bumped froin the field. 
Hawiev's or Pinear’s name mar be read four or 
five umes, To cover themselves. the trainers 
usually have giver the call to another agent Tho 
might suddeniy {πᾷ himself our in tne cold. 

An Unknown Word 

“The word ‘lovalty,* ΒΟΥ says. ἀδιιῖ un the 
Yacetrack dictionary. You can't be a top agent 
if s;ou have too many imends." 

“Aiound here,” DeGregory sa.s, "ΣΟῚ γα either

As the offiaal methodically suns through tne 
Taces, the crowd oc the porch grows and snrinks. 
But always the have-not agents hover, ‘ooking 
for the scraps. 

Many times they “sit behind' a big-name 
nider, thus telling a tramer they're availiable if 
ihe other agent decides to take another mount. 


Many times they take “second calls’ on horses 
usted ax “also eligibie.” ΙΖ there's a seratch in 
the first 12 entmes, an “also eligible’ 3s inserted. 


Gone in a Trice 

But mot of the time they sweat ana curse 
under their breath and wind up with a few long- 
shot mounts, The entire nine-race ceremony 
takes less than sn hour. Seconds after the off i- 
cial utters the last Jockey’s nume, the porch 15 
deserted, 

About 1:30, most of the agents, tramers and 
owners have returned to the track after short 
naps, showers and changes of clothes. Agents m 
demand sit in different owners’ or trainers’ 
boxes, sipping cocktulls, Those who aren't stand 
at the bar near the mutuel windows, watching 
the races on the TV monitors and hopms ta 
run into a traimer, Some gamble away their 
earnings. Some buy themselves more than enough 
alcohol. 

Agents are permitied to handle 2 couple of 
journeymen riders and an apprentice. More often 
than not, though. they serve one client at a time. 

AS @ rule, agents and jockeys don't stav to- 
gether more than 2 couple of \ears~—Shoemaker 
and Silbert, partners 25 years, are the notable 
exception. Jockers, generally hot-blooded over- 
achievers. usually blame their agents when ther 
slump. Agents. usually cold-blooded opportunists, 
move on to fresh talent when they smell a loser. 

A Lot of Jockeys 

DeGregory went through about "Ὁ riders be 
fore he struck it rich with Angel Cordero and 
Laffit Pincay. Riley, now in his first rear with 
Olivares, says he would “need te rent the Coll- 
seum for a reunion of all my riders." 

Unlike other professional athictes. jockeys have 
had agents for as long as anyone can remember.

Lower echelon agents compiain that uf their 
jockey wins on 8 lougshot the trainer imme- 
diately decides he shouki have a big-name rider 
next time out.
